On a' farm in western N e w York it is 
frequently necessary to / b u t off a gaso­ 
line engine pump .late a t n i g h t

pump is located more than a mile from 
t h e house, and the owner, after many 
weary midnight trips, decided t o dele­ 
gate the duty of shutting it.off to a 
trusted family alarm clock.

The clock w a s first securely fastened

support

about a foot a w a y from the switch o f 
the engine. 
One end o f a short piece 
of cord w a s attached to the switch

Many of the worst fFi^s of tropical 
diseases are chargeable* to the intense 
heat of the sun's too direct rays. Fe­ 
vers require treatments Involving arti­ 
ficial lowering of the temperature by 
such means as ice packs or evatjbratlon 
fr6m roolst sbeets; yet Ice- Is. unavail­ 
able to a. degree in moat tropical coun­ 
tries. The result is as expected. The 
fever patients quickly c die lu tho tor-: 
tujes of high temperatures which can­ 
not be relieved. 


Again the direct sun rays may be 
charged- with!" the. sapping of normal 
human energy in, the tropics. 
Sun­ 
stroke, anaemia, physical and nervous 
debility, Inability to take proper exer­ 
cise and the resultant disorders—all 
may be charged to the account of our 
friend "the .sun when he outdoes him­ 
self in kindness. 
' 


On the other hand, the sunlight in 
the tropics is the best and practically 
only disinfectant of easy application in 
destroying disease bacteria, vermin and 
the like. rMosquitoes cannot breed in 
the tropical sunlight, but must seek 
the scanty shade to prolong their ma­ 
larial activities. Tuberculosis bacteria? 
will not live ten minutes when exposed 
to the tropical sun, whereas they will 
live for hours and days in the-shade. 
The tropical sun quickly dries nnd 
turn£ to sterile dust nil forms of moist 
filth and decaying animal matter. It 
tends to disinfect nnd heal the sores 
of most human diseases whose Infec­ 
tion would spread in the shade. 


The sun may also, bo credited with 
the salvation of the lives nf most half 
savage natives of tropicul countries, 
who practically-never bathe and whose 
skins 
would be 
disease 
breeding 
grodnds were it not for the disinfect­ 
ing power of the Intense heat.—New 
York American.

HoW the "Murder ••aril'' Works te 
Solvis a Mystery and tha Resouroes 
at Ita Command—A Clever Swindler 
Whe Worked a Daring' Oatfe. 


Criminal inyestlgatlon, In Germany 
follows/ the national policy of an ex­ 
treme centrallaatlon. 
Every phase of 
detective work la undertaken by a spe­ 
cialist along a particular line. An In­ 
vestigation is not carried out by a gen­ 
eral purpose constable, as at Scotland 
Yard, It is conducted by an officer ac­ 
companied by a corps of experts. The 
"murder board" is an original German 
Idea. A homicide mystery Is Investi­ 
gated by one of the murder boards 
from the detective center. This board 
will consist of a photographer, a sur­ 
geon, a chemist experts on blood stains 
and finger prints, some one haying ex­ 
perience In taking molds of footprints, 
marks of burglar tools, and so forth. 
The^e murder boards; commissions or 
squads are always available under tho 
Germnn system. Each, of these squads 
Is given a single criminal mystery to 
work out. It oaunot be put^pn,n sec­ 
ond mystery until the urates* either 
solved or abandoned. 


The advantage of such a system Is at 
once apparent. It menus that n thor­ 
ough, minute, scientific examination 
will be rondo at the theater'-pi! h crime 
and that each succeeding' step will bo 
comprehensive, 
* ; ' ' 


Tbe German idea is that a myBtery 
should be examined from'the center 
out It is an ever widening circle, and 
If the investigation moves outward al 
ways in an increasing arc a solution in 
the end is inevitable. The thing ,is 
merely a question of scientific examl 
-nation. Every resource of science Is 
brought to the aid of a criminal lnves 
tlgation through the great laboratories 
Injterlin and other Gorman cities de 
voted to the uses of tho detective do 
partments of the Imperial police. 


The whole postal system is at the 
service of tho German police. They 
have the right to opeh and exnmlnc 
anything passing through the post 
which may seem to them to bo Impor 
tnnt to their drlmlnal investigation de 
pnrtment. Thoy are able to do this so 
cleverly that the average person does 
not discover /that his letter-has poeii 
tampered,with, 
Howover, ,wl)en..the

the ehveiopo. Among these is the do« 
vice of putting a certain chemical In 
the gum on tho envelopo Hup.'

It must be remembered that the Gor­ 
man police have one great advantage 
over Scotland Yard or any American 
detective center. A complete record of 
everybody is always availnblo in the 
German empire, If one changes his 
place of residence or travels from one 
point to another his departure and ar­ 
rival must be registered with the. po­ 
lice.

It Is not to be concluded, however, 
that all dangerous crooks nro by this 
means excluded. Some of tho rifost dar­ 
ing and ingenious sharpers of which 
we have any knowledge have carried 
out their fraudulent devices in spite 
of tbe elaborate protective system, 


A famous international -crnckHraan 
one night looted tuo office of a;-busi­ 
ness house in a German village. He 
oxpeeted to obtain n considerable sum 
of money in cash, hut He got Instead a 
small sutn und a sight draft on n bank­ 
ing, house in a neighboring city for 
somo 8,000 marks, Tho ordinary cracks, 
man would havo gone no further. He 
would have known tlig,robbery would 
be discovered In the morning nnd tho 
banking bouse telegraphed to stop pay­ 
ment on tho draft. '

But the Gocmnn swindler was a per­ 
son of greater resource*. IIo disguised 
himself us a police commissioner, went 
in tho night to the resldonce of the 
owner of tbe business house, awak­ 
ened him,/told him that his office hud 
.peon robbed and Inquired what tbe 
robbers could have taken. Tho man 
gave* the sum of monoy on hand. The 
false commissioner inquired it there 
wore any papers. -The man replied that 
there was n draft for'8,000 marks and 
gave the address of tho banking bouse 
on which it was drawn. The swindler 
called, for a sheet of paper and wroto 
out n telegram to tho chief of pollco In 
the city In which tbe bunking house 
wns situated directing him to advise 
tlio bankers to stop .payment on the 
draft and'to .take tho proper precau­ 
tions to arrest anybody who presented 
It for payment He read the telegram 
over to the man. He then directed the 
tradesman to'say nothing-about the 
robbery' until r the. police authorities 
could lay their bands on the swindler 
when he came to present the draft for 
payment

The thing was so cleverly done that, 
the tradesman believed ho had been 
visited by an agent of the police. Ho 
did precisely as he wns told. It was » 
day or two before his suspicions were 
aroused. 
Finally, not hearing from 
the police, he telegraphed the bankers 
and received a reply saying they had 
beard nothing about the robbery and 
that the draft, properly Indorsed, had 
been cashed. It was a bold piece of 
strategy impossible to any but the 
acutest order of crtmlnftl intelligence.—

A Samoah fishing bee is a unique 
sight: tp witness.^ Coeoanut;,leaves are 
gathereqV'in abundance; and sttqiJKejl, 
doubled and tripled. e*id io 
,4^y:t6 
form a< long prickly;chain, rounji; in 
appearance and about three feet'in dij 
ameter. 
These leaf chains a r e <ofteti 
woven to a length of half a mile. 
When tbo chain Is complete ail;' the 
men of that particular village turn out 
cri masse with their "paopaos," or Sa- 
moan canoes. 


When the tldo Is high the chain is 
stretched 
'across some ; convenient 
place, supported by natives In their pa­ 
opaos or simply wading where the shal­ 
lowness will permit 
The coeoanut 
seine is then submerged hnd slowly 
forced shoreward, the prickly points 
driving the flsh before, them.. 
When 
the point is reached: where the -chain 
can rest upon the bottom and still pro- 
trudo slightly from the water the na­ 
tives after securing, the-ends Jo- tbo 
beach retire and wait for. the tide to 
recede/leaving the fish high and dry. 


It is often found that largo 
flsh.are 
driven and caught In this mannor.. but 
since they are capable of jumping the 
barrier they nre dispatched with spears 
at oucc./ The catches of -fish' thus 
made arc sometimes enormous and of­ 
ten number thousands. — Los Angeles 
Times.

A Weed Afwut Going OverbVird at Urn 
While Folly Dressed.

one who travels by sea:

Tlie popular notion is that clothes 
drag a swimmer down,-but the maxi­ 
mum downward drag of an ordinary 
sailor's clothes in sea water was shown 
to be only four ounces. This was after' 
ali air bad .been expelled from 
the 
clothes. 
In practice the drag for a 
considerable time would-be less. -At 
first there would even be a sustaining 
force'from the clothes. Of course, for! 
a short and .sharp burst of swimming 
clothes would obviously be a great Im­ 
pediment 
, • , 


The most important result of the ex­ 
periments, however, was to show that 
a .clothed 
person in 
the sea 
loses 
warmth very much less rapidly than 
an unclothed person. 
The explanation 
Is that fabrics placed against the skin 
stop the circulation and prevent the 
body warmth from being carried- off 
by the water. With a great amount of 
clothing it might be possible to keep 
fairly warm even in very cold water, 
The moral is: Keep on your clothes, 
and if you have a life belt or life sav­ 
ing waistcoat keep on plenty of them.
